Edward Hines, millionaire lumoper- 
man, is the latest victim of blackmail- 
ing letter writers. 

A demand for $20,000, threaten- 
ing his life if he failed to comply with 
instructions, was received through the 
mails at Mr. Hines” Evanston home 
Saturday. 

The writer. designated ‘himself “A 
Heartsi Man,” .ordered that the 
money in five, ten and twenty dollar 
notes be wrapped up and buried in 
a cinder pile at a specific spot on the 
northwest side. 

“I am dying of tuberculosis,” the 
writer stated. “I have only 40 days 
to live. My foom is a prison, so what's 
the difference?” 

Threatens Death. 

Then he demanded that the money 
be placed in the cinder pile and the 
cinders “tramped down” between 
“now and July 22,” and continued: 

“I have tried out my revolver. It 
is working well, and I will kill you 
if you do not do as I say.”

Possible for War Fleet. 

And then in response to a question: 

“Tf seventy planes were to attempt 
the same flight in war time I should 
say offhand that at Jeast 75 per cent 
of them would come through without 
engine trouble or any other delay. 

“We had no engine trouble at all. 
‘The only delay was due to our own 
everzealousness. At McCook field, 
Dayton, O., in our hurfy we screwed a 
nut too tight and a casting cracked.

Russell Maughan’s transcontinental 
flight, despite the fact that he exceed- 
ed his time limit, gives him a place 
in the foremost ranks of the world’s 
aviators, Maj. William N.\Hensley Jr., 
commandant of Mitchel field, said to- 
night when told that the aviator had 
landed in San Francisco. 

The news that Lieut. Maughan had 
crossed the continent without mishap 
within the span of a single day was 
received with jubilation by the avia- 
tor’s fellow officers at the flying field. 

“ Lieut. Maughan has accomplished 


by patience, endurance, and courage a 
feat that many of his most optimistic 
colleagues considered impossible,’ said 
Maj. Hensley. 


Failed Twice Before. 
Maughan’s flight today was his third 


attempt to cross the continent between 
dawn and dusk. 


The first flight, on July 9, 1923, 


ended when Lieut. Maughan, flying a 
pursuit plane with a 400 horse power 
D-12 engine,‘made a forced landing at 
Avenue City, Mo., approximately half 
way across the continent. 


Ten days later a second attempt was 


made, ending at Rock Springs, Wyo., 
when an oil leak necessitated a forced 
landing within about 600 miles of the 
goal.

John A. MacReady, who flew 
from New York to San Diego, 2,520 
miles, in 26 hours and 50 minutes on 
ay 2 and 3, 1923. 


Doolittle’s Long Flight. 


Lieut. Crocker in making his nonstop 
record used the same plane in which 


sLieut. James H. Doolittle on Sept. 6, 


1922, made a nonstop flight from Kelly 
field, Texas, to San Diego, Cal., a dis- 
tance of about 1,240 miles, in 11 hours} 
and 10 minutes while trying for a non- 
stop record from Jacksonville, Fla., to 
San Diego. His total elapsed time from 
Florida to California with the one stop 
was 22 hours and 35 minutes and the 
distance covered was 2,275 miles. 

Capt. Lowell Smith and Lieut. John 
Richter, army aviators, established an 
endurance record at San Diego last Au- 
gust by staying in the air for 37 hours

Give them indoor fork 
for twenty years, good pay, and a pampering cook, 
and there is neither discipline nor pride enough 
within them to prevent enlargement of the belt to 
forty-four. The softness of the city does it. Look 
at a few on State street. 
This leads to Secretary Weeks and his recent 
speech on the citizens’ military training camps. 
Fifty per cent of our young men, says Mr. Weeks, 
re found physically deficlent-in “the last war. 
at is serious. If the training camps will do no 
more than make a boy ashamed of getting fat, 
physically defective, or indifferent to his mechan- 
ical upkeep, they will be worth the while, And 
they will do more than that. They will give the 
boy a sense of soldierly responsibility and citizen- 
ship that he cannot get except by service. They 
will give him contact with the éssential hardiness 
of life and its sweetness. They will give him the 
discipline of living, a margin to his individuality, 
and 4 purpose. 

Metropolitan luxury and ease make egoists of 
boys. Their individualism, strong in adolescence, 
meets no checks. It spreads without discifline, It 
fides atrogantly over the welfare of others. It 
brooks no hindrance and accepts no limitations. 
When crime does not result, their life smothers in 
the fat of its own unregulated whimsies. - 

The lean American of Jackson's time is passing.

jectionable to a baby. Milk made acid 
by fruit juice is quickly and properly 
digested. 

In order to help prevent rickets, Drs. 
Hess and Malzer give babies 6 weeks 
and older a mixture of milk made acid 
with fruit juice by adding two-thirds of 
an ounce of the juice and one-half of 
the Yolk of one egg to a quart of milk. 
In their experience, this mixture appeals 
to the taste, is easily ad, pro- 
motes. growth, and prevents riekets and 
scurvy.

GIFT. TAXES. 


Chicago, June 16+-On the subject of 


the reVentie act of 1924, we think the at-’ 


tention of your readers should be called 


to the gift tax part of this law whick | 


imposes a tax on a graduated scale of 


the amount of all gifts amunting 


value to more than $50,000 which have 
been made by any person residing if this 
ecuntry .to any other person, ifrespeé- 
tive altogether of the Peepers: of the 
parties. 


We would like t6 comment for thé 


benefit of your readers that, fh our judg- — 


ment, the constitutionality ‘of this sec- 
tion of the revenue act of 1924 is open 
to very grave doubts as regards two af 


least of its features, the first being that. - 


this part of the law ‘: made retroactive 
to January 1, 1924, Wid the second be- 
ing that it would seem to be most un- 
constitutional to restrict, except under 
tax, gifts made between husband and 
wife. | 

It és interesting to note that those 
who drafted this law taxing gifts had 
in mind that there is, in a dreamy theo- 
retical way, somewhat of an analogy be- 
tween gifts made by living persons and 
legacies bequeathed by will, wit@ e- 
plains, We assume, why the rat tax 
imposed by the gift tax part of his law 
are the same identical excessive ‘fates, 
as some think, provided by the estate 
tax section of the law, but in the case 
of the gift tax the law is plainly retro- 
active to January 1, 1924, whereas, in 
the case of the estate tax, it apparently 
only applies to deaths taking placé sub- 
sequent to the date of passage of the act. 

We think it very probable that the’year 
1925 will see the constitutionality of ths 
gift tax part of the law test iti the 
courts, and we would advise any person 
Who made any substantial gifts be- 
tween the period commencing January 1, 
1924, and June 2, 1924, or who makes 
any gifts within the balance of the cur- 
rent year to be careful to pay the tax 
determined thereon by check maerked 
“under protest.” 


In conclusion we would say thatit i 
probable the commissioner of iriternal 
revenue, with his ustial sense of fairiiess, 
will attempt to alleviate by regulations 
the injustice inherent in this gift tax see 
tion of the revenue act of 1924, bit we 
are afraid he will find his hand& if 
this connection, very firmly tied.

But in this case Mr. Woodpecker de 
cided that in the roof would be a fine 
place to store some food and he 
straightway proceeded to drill holes. 
Result—two holes about one inch 
wide and five inches long in the peak 
of the roof which cost him consider- 
able drilling and us considerable an- 
noyance. We like the red heads but 
we draw the line on their tearing 
down a house over our heads. 

Every morning and evening we toss 
out a miscellaneous bunch of chow for 
the various birds to scrap over and it 
has been interesting to watch this 
woodpecker.

Oar Summer Wrap-sody in the Key of Flannel | 


NEW YORKE.—[{Special Correspon- 
dence.]—So many of these summer 
wrap-sodies are written in the key of 
flannel. The separate coat, for ex- 
ample, which we choose to top off 
our sports costume is often of this 
material. Sometimes it is in plain 
color and sometimes it is in the fash- 
fonable plaid effect. Always it is to be 
commended. And then, of course, 
there is the endless tribe of jackets, 
both sleeveless and sleeved. If these 
are not of flannel, it indicates only 
one thing—the manufacturer was just 
out of flannel. 

It is not only as the separate wrap, 
but as the adhesive wrap, that this 
fabric vaults to its highest point of 
prominence. The flannel costume con- 
sisting of frock and three-quarter coat 
—here is one of the most insistent of 
all fashion themes. Less frequent, but 
equally impressive, are those ensembles 
which place a three-quarter flannel coat 
in correspondence with a flannel skirt 
and crepe de chine blouse or tunic. 

It is to the latter group that is 
affixed the model insptring today’s fi- 
lustration. Here we have the familiar 
wrap executed in white flannel piped 
with powder biue in  self-material. 
True to the best tradition, the collar 
of this wrap is in clipped white coney.

“Uncertainties stimulate the stock ex-
